Althongh expressing kindly 
worded regrets that some form of; 
definite co-operation had not been | 
possible, the nincty delegates at 
the West Edmonton U. F. A. po- 
litical conveniion, ‘Wednesday | 
night abruptly turned down a pro- 
posal from organised labor in Ed- 
monton that the farmers allow a| 
labor candidate to stand in that 
constituency without farmer iy 
position, 

Following the decision to nomi- 
nate a strictly U. F. A. candidate | 
the convention proceeded to  sé- 
lect a tentative list of names at a 
late hour, it being finally voted | 
by a narrow majority to adjourn 
without balloting until 10,0’clock 
Thursday morntng. The meeting 
had carried through until nearly 
1 o’clock Thursday in the hopes 
that a candidate could be chosen 
from the field. 

The nominations included five 
names, these being R. . Manson, 
Woodbend; George Bevington, 
Winterburn; C. S. Stevens, Sun- 
nybend; A. R. Brown, Westlock; | 
and C. J. Welbourn, Winterburn. | 
Before adjournment, each candi- 
date addressed the convention and 
outlined their position at length 
and with eloquence on such issues 
as the tariff and the principle of 
economic group organisation and 
government

WINNIPEG, Oct. 12--Five amateur ban 
dits, woo this afternoon held up the Rank 
De Hochelaga at Elle, Man., about ¢hirty 
miles from here, were captured (hia even 
ing in a coulee five and one half miles 
from the ecene of tae robbery, They were 
captured by a posse of farmera headed 
by A. Bherer, manager of the bank, The 
amount taken from the bank waa between 
$1,000 and $1,200 all of which was recoy 
ered. Karly reporta of the robbery in 
dicated that the amount stolem would ex- 
ceed $40,000, 


Winnipeg police station gave their names 
as Henry B. Quackenbush, James Red 
| ding, Sydney L. Roberts, George J, Adams 
jand Clarence W. Adams. 

The bandits were captured shortly after 
five o'clock, within two hours of the time 
they entered the bank and ordered Mr 
Bherer at the point of a revolver to 
aold up his bands. 

Affter binding the bank manager and 
his two girl anstetants to chairs with 
cord taken from a bundle, tae bandits 
rifled the teller’s cage and the vault, but 
failed to find the wulk of the money, 
Shoving the stolen money into a grip, 
they made a fast get-away io an auto- 
mobile. 

Meanwhile Baerer bad been working 
himaclf free f. his bonds and before 
the bandita were out of sight waa «peed- 
ing after them in @ car which he comman- 
deered. When five and « half miles from 
Kile, the fugitives car broke down. 
They taew took to the open fields and 
finally gought refuge in a coulee. Here 
they were cornered until Bherer obtained 
additional aid and they were captured, 
One by one they were ordered to give 
themselves up, were searched, loaded into 
an automodile and taken to W inaipes.

@GUMMERSIDE, P.B.f., Oct. 12 (By

—I deny absolutely that the issue is 
between protection and free trade, as 
Mr, Meighen claims,” said Hon, W, I 
MacKenzie (King, leader of the Lib- 
eral party in an address here this 
evening.

“We stand for a tariff, but one that 
will protect the interests of produ- 
cers and consumers in Canada- and 
not a few privileged Interests.”

King) state where he stood on the 
Liberal tariff, ‘I will give the an- 
|swer fl gave to the 1919 Libera) con- 
vention,” Mr, King amerted, “I said 
then, as the leader of the party, I ex- 
pected to have the counsel of the out- 
standing men of the party and be 
guided by their counse! and advise

Out of the four thousand schoo! 
districts, or more properly speaking 


schoolrooms in the province of Al- | 


thirty-six hundred are operating «it 
the present time, according to the re- 
turns of the department of education. 
However, the remaining four hundred 
ate not entirely without service for 
in many cases the pupils are going to 
an adjoining school, where there ia 
a qualified teacher. 

At present there are about 100 per- 
mits being used and another 100 
under consideration. While the de- 
partment finds that rea! progress is 
teing made in manning the schoc!s 
with properly qualified teachers they 
ere still forced to tse inany 
teachers. In fact, with tie 
class in the normal schools th a 
that have ever been, it is hardly likely 
teachers from these schools will meet 
the needs of the province in this re- 
spect. All permits become out o 
Gate at the end of June and have to 
be renewed, also the permits that 
were granted to University students 
are out of date October first. so at the 
present time most of the permits are 
being readjusted, 

In the burnt-out areas the need for 
qualtfied teachers is being met by ihe 
application of married women, quali- 
fied teachers and resident in the dis- 
tricts, asking for certificates under 
their new names, to teach in their 
own school. In most cases these 
women are giving good service to the 
community, having the double inter- 
est of the school and their own com- 
munity. 

Apart from these, the supply of qua- 
lified teachers in the province is prac- 
tically exhausted, according to the 
eficials of the department who have 
been making a survey of the question.

Vinegar is a dilute solution of 
jacetio acid and contains also small 
jamounts of mineral and matie acid, 
jaecording to the material from which 
jit te © It is produced by fer- 
mentation and can be made from 
various fermentable materials, as 
molesses, glucose, honey, malt, wine 
cider, @nd alcoholic beverages in 
| general. 
! Tha chemical processes by 
jvinegar {# produced are: first, the 
lsugar of the base ia inverted by 
acids of fermants and the products 
glucose and dextrose, ca'ied invert 
augars, are obtained; second the 
inverted sugars are changed into al- 
cohol; an Yaatly, the alcohol is 
changed into acetic acid. These 
changes are made by various fer- 
or small organisms which act 
on the ‘substances. The acetic acid 
organiam can act only In the presence 
of oxygen, It is present in the cloudy 
mass known as mother of vinegar and 
|is secreted by it, Because of the need 
for oxygen, air must be admited to 
jthe fermenting materials in the pro- 
icess of acetising Thus cider or wine 
jallowed to ferment in a warm place 
will slowly make vinegar, the time 
required depending on the air and 
jother conditions which affect fermen- 
| tation. 

Malt vinegar is made by allowing 
the sweet infusion of malt and barley 
to undergo acetic acid fermentation 
without first distilling the alcohol 
Spirit vinegar may be made from 
corn or barley malt by causing alen- 
holic fermentation,  dist!Ilin weak 
aloohol and then acidifying this. Such 
vinegar fe cheap, but ie very inferior 
in flavor to cidér or wine vineggr.
